| What a Little Thinking Has Done For 
| the Dairyman. 
[ The average farmer has but little 
‘idea, we are convinced, of the wide 
| difference there is in cows or in the 
systems of management, says Hoard's 
Dairyman. Wherever we bave taken 
cow censuses the farmers were great- 
ly surprised at the difference in results 
as between different herds. That 
‘shows that to the mind of the average 
farmer.the yield per cow or per head | 
is, us he suppoSés, about the same. 
Yet it is quite common to find one | 
herd making double or more than dou- 
, ble the clear profit that one may be 
)on an adjoining farm. 
| Even on experiment station farms, | 
where everything is supposed to be 
fone scientifically, they demonstrate a | 
| wonderful difference in cows. 
| The Minnesota station found cows in 
its herd which returned $55.54, while 
‘alongside of them other cows returned 
only $8.19 after deducting the cost of 
feed, which was the same in each case. 

The Michigah station found ifs cows 
_yaried from $6.18 to $94.05 after the 
{feed cost was reckoued, The New 
Jersey station shows that, calling milk 
worth $1 per hundredweight, its cows 
varied from 13 Gents profit to $49.72. 
The Connecticut station figures show a 
difference as between the poorest and 
the best cows of $2.76 to $54.72.

Thrush In Babies. 

Treatment for thrush, which isa 
parasitic disease, consists in kill- 
ing any parasites that have gain- 
ed access to the mouth and see- 
ing that no more find their way 
there. All bottles and nipples 
must be thoroughly scalded after 
use and left in clean cold water 
until the next feeding time. The 
milk. itself should be pasteurized. 
Then the mouth itself must be 
carefully inspected for the slight- 
est sign of the telltale white 
patches of the disease. Get from 
your druggist some glycerin of 
borax diluted down to one-quar- 
ter strength and dab this wel! 
on to all the white specks to be 
found anywhere on tongue, gums 
oy cheeks. A finger may ke used 
as an applicator or a piece of 
clean linen. This treatment 
should be carried out after each 
feeding time, for it is on the re- 
mains of the milk left in the 
mouth that the thrush parasites 
flourish. If intestinal irritation 
results and shows itself by severe 
diarrhea it is best that the milk 
should be boiled rather than sim- 
ply pasteurized, for boiling, al 
though it reduces the nourishing 
qualities of the milk slightly 
more than does pasteurization, is 
a more certain means of destroy- 
ing germ life

MOSLEM HOLY WARS. 


Once Ordered They Are Waged Till 
Either Side ls Wiped Out. 

When a jibad or holy war Is pro 
claimed by the Mobammedans it 
means that every male Moslem from 
eight years old to eighty must take 
up arms and fight to the death, if need 
be, tn defense of bis faith. 

When a holy war is proclaimed the 
sacred green banner of the prophet, 
kept furied at all other times, is loos- 
ened to the breeze, and the Moslem 
who does not follow it is beld to be 
forever accursed. Anybody may kill 
him with impunity. His wives, his 
children and his property cease any 
longer to belong to him. He is cut off 
from all communion with the faithful, 

The man who engages in a holy war, 
on the other band, is called “shehid,” 
which means “martyr” or “glorious 
one.” His sole aim and object hence- 
forth is to kill as many Infidels as pos- 
sible. If he himself is killed tu his 
turn it does not matter in the least. 
His religion teaches him that he goes 
straight to paradise, where bright eyed 
houris are watching to clasp him in 
their arms and acclaim him as “bravest 
of the brave.” ‘ 

*It was because of a holy war, pro 
claimed against Rngland by Gaylan, 
sultan of Fez, that England gave up 
Tangiers. For twenty-one years this 
particular boly war was waged, and 
during that time no quarter was asked 
or given by either side. To England 
it was one long series of disasters. 
The worst was that which befell the 
West Surrey regiment. Ambushed and 
surrounded, this corps was practically 
annihilated, only nine men out of more 


| than 500 escaping with their lives. 


In 1842 again a holy war was pro- 


| claimed against England by Akbar 


Khan, the favorite son of Dost Mo- 


| hammed, ameer of Afghanistan, whom 


England had deposed. The savage bill 
tribes rose to a man at his bidding, 
and the entire British army of occupa- 
tion—about 16,000 men, including 
camp followers—was wiped out of ex- 
Istence. 

The worst of a holy war is that, once 
begun, it can only be ended by one 
side or the other being exterminated, 
so that it is Hable to drag on almost 
indefinitely.—London Answers.

The productive forest area in 1502 
on the Grand Duchy of Hesse in Bur-! 
one amounted to 182,213 acres of! 
sixty-nine per cent. hardwood and| 
thirty-one per cent. coniferous spec- | 
ies, The total yield of lumber in 1908 | 
was 4,575,000 cubie feet. Refuse in! 
so far as it is not suitable for lighter | 
lumber, such as laths or for pulp, is | 
used for firewood. The expenditures 
fog salaries, forest cultivation and 
road building amounted to approxim 
ately $754,000, and the total. gross in- 
come (from lumber and_ firewood) | 
was $1,161,931. The capital represent- 
ed by the forests ($52,665,354) brought 
interest accordingly at 2.21 per cent. 
Where intensive forestry of this kind 
is practised, forest fires are unknown, 
Sufficient money spent on Canadian 
Forest Reserves would greatly reduce 
the fire danger, maintain an adequate 
lumber supply for the country and in 
time become a source of revenue to 
the Government,

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTH 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS. 


NY person who is the sole head of 

a family, or any male over 18 years 
jld, may homesterd a quarter section 
of available Dominion land in Mani- 
toba, Saskatchewan or Alberta, The 
applicant must appear in person at the 
Dominion Lands Agency or Sub- 
agency for the district. Entry by 
proxy may be made at any agency, on 
certain conditions by father mother, 
son, daughter, brether or sister of in- 
tending homesteader. 

Duties, —Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
on 4 farm of at least 80 acres solely 
owned and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother, son, daughter, brhth.- 
er or sister, 

In certain districts a homestéader in 
good standing may pre-empta quartei 
section alongside his homestead, Pric+ 
$3.00 per acre, 

Duties.—Must reside upon the home 
stead or pre-emption six months in 
each of six years from date of home- 
stead rg | (including tlme required 
earn each homestead patent) and cul- 
tivate fifty acres extra, 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ab- 
tain 4 pre-emption may enter for « 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts, Duties, - Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti. 
vate fifty acres and erect a house 
worth $300.00,
